queſt and ſolicitation of Mounſeur Tilly , and 
Don Cordua, and kept in his owne ledging. 

The Magiſtrate here hath taken in their pay 
z00. Souldiers that were fled to this Citie from 
the Duke of Brunſwicke. 

The ſaid Dukeisat laſt come to the Count of 
Mansfelt with 14000.braue men horſc and foor. 

This day is the Lord Philips of Solms, Lord 
of Scholle paſt through this City with other 
Ambaſſadors tewards the Prince Palatine, to 
obtaine from him the libertie and relaxation of 
the Landgraue Zodowtc of Darmſtadt. 

Wee vnderſtand here, that yeſterday the Ba- 
varians have pillaged Swanheim,a village belon- 
gingto the Biſhop of Mentz, and haue burned 
Birgill, hauing likewiſe pillaged diuers villages 
about Hanaw. 

Notwithſtanding that the 23.of this moneth 
it was written from Francfort of the great skir- 
miſk which was fought by Hoeſt, a towne vpon 
the Mayn, on Munday laft, being the 20.0f this 
Moneth, betweene the Bauarians and the _—_

of Brunſwicke :: wherein it was faid that the 
Duke ſuſtained great loſle ; but it is not ſogreg; 
as was reported. For Brunſwicke loft in alt but 
900, men, whereof ſome were ſlaine, and ſome 
drowned in the Mayn : and happencd in this 
manner, 

The laſt Sunday, being the 19. day of this 
Moneth, is the Emperours whole army vnder 
Mounſeur Tilly.Don Confalro de Cordua,and the 
Baron of Azhelt paſſed by the Citie of Francfort 
with 18. pieces of Ordnance, and enquartered 
themſelucs hereabouts. And on Munday mar- 
ched by Rodelheim, and becauſe Brunſwicke 
had laid Garriſon therein, they ſummoned the 
ſaid Caſtle: but the Gariſon making reſiſtance, 
they planted eight pieces of Ordnance againſt 
the ſame, and after diuers ſhot giuen, did getit 
at laſt by agreement. | 

This day the Emperours Forces comming a- 
bout Hoeſt, they beganne to skirmiſh with the 
Forces of Brunſwickc,and continued 6. houres, 
and hauing planted their Ordnance, ſhot ſtrong. 
ly amonegſttheir enemiesthe Brunſwickers,who 
in regard that one of their Peeces of Ordnance 
was broken in the beginning, and another nay- 
led, and thar the third pecce they could not vie 
longer, they haue orderly retyred ouer the 
Mayn towards Manheim, and the Country of 
Darmftadrt, accompanied with diuers wagons, 
amongſt which were two loaden with —

Thenight following at 9. a clocke, they went 
totake Hoeſt. Vpon Wedneſday, a greatnum- 
ber of them paſſed the Riucr of Mayn, about 
Hanaw, the reſt followethalſo. What they en- 
cend further time ſhall learnc.

He Spaniſh forces are moſt all returned 

backe from Weſtphalia,not hauvingattemp- 
tedany thing againſt Lipſtadr, and thoſe within 
fortifie the City daily moreand more. 

Out of Muſcouia we vnderſtand that there is 
lately come an Agent from the great Turke,ac- 
companied with 2020. followers, and defires 
that the great Duke of Muſcouia would ende- 
uour hinrſelfe to get Smolenſho, being com- 
manded not to depart from thence, before the 
ſaid Duke marcherh vp.in perſon. 
| YVponthecoaſts of Spaineare diuers Turkiſh 
| Dirats, being diuided into Flects of. 6. 8. 10. 
and 12. Ships : they doe not moleſt any Hol. 
nders, and haue ſpoken with diuers on the 
Sea, not hurting any of them, and declare thar 
they haue ſuch charge : and if any of them 
ſhould doe otherwiſe, they are to bee impaled 
and put to death. 

From Danſwick we heare that the Polonians 
ſtood in great feare of the Turks, hauing ſhewed 
themſelues already vpon their frontiers : the 
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price of the Rye was fallen twenty in the hun. 
dreth, and the corne was likely to proſper well 
this yeare. 

Out of France we hear tkar their fiſhing will 
be ſlight, ſeeing that moſt part of the fiſhermen 
that are vſed to fiſh about Terra neufe, canner 
make themſelues ready for want of Salt, cauſed 
by thoſe of Rocheil, who will not ſuffer anyto 
be tranſported : which without queſtion will 
cauſe great dearth and miſery in France. 

The King was in perſon in his Campe before 
Montauban : and at Bourdeaux were arriued 10. 
Gallies, furniſhed with 500. men a piece, and 
were appointed tog0 againſt them of Rochell. 

The Lord of Langeracq, Ambaſlador ofthe 
States ofthe vnited Prouinces, trauelled in poſ 
tothe French King, to what effeft wee know 
not yet. 

Count Hexry of Naſſaw is ſtillat Rees, and 
Count Henry vanden Bergh about Weflell, be- 
ingnot any notable attempr made yet. 

Diuers ſhips with Souldiers, ammunition, 
and other warlike preparations, lie about Bom- 
mell, looking for further direQion. 

Wee vnderftand that at Empell neere vnto 
Shertogenboſh is made a Scone very lately, 
whereby the Citizens of the ſaid City ate 
growne ſomething fearfull. |
